The Advance to Be Resumed at Once 
—Six Men Killed and Twenty- 
Eight Wounded in Tues- 
day’s Engagement., 


Manila, April 26.—Gen. MacArthur’s 
division fought its way to the Filipino 
trenches before Calumpit Tuesday, ad- 
vancing four miles, mostly through 
woods and jungle, and crossing the 
Bagbag river. This was accomplished 
at a cost to the Americans of six killed 
and 28 wounded, the First South Dakota 
regiment being the heaviest loser. 
After fording the river the South Da- 
kotans pursued the insurgents to the 
outskirts of Calumpit, but the town 
was found so strongly protected that 


| Gen. MacArthur deemed it best to with- 


draw the tired fighters and to go into 
camp for a night’s rest before making 
the final assault. The largest buildings 
in Calumpit were being fired by the 
Filipinos while the Americans were 
crossing the river fully a mile away, 
indicating the enemy’s intention to 
abandon the place. : 
Insurgents Well Drilled. 

The insurgents seem to have adopted 
a settled policy of retiring from one po- 
sition after another, after inflicting the 
greatest possible damage upon the ad- 
vancing army. The forces Tuesday 
were well drilled. Every foot of the 
ground was tenaciously disputed by 
thoroughly organized troops, who stood 
remarkably firm even before artillery. 

The enemy had planned to wreck our 
artillery transport train. This attempt 
was a failure, but a span of the iron rail- 
way bridge over the river was de- 
stroyed, hampering the Ameri@én 
The 
Filipinos cut the girders, intending to 
have the structure fall with the train, 
but it collapsed prematurely of its own 
weight. 

The Bagbag river, which is about a 
hundred yards wide at that point, was 


splendidly fortified, and the Americans | 


were compelled to approach across an 
open space from which the rebels had 
cleared every obstruction to sight. The 
bank of the river, a high bluff, was sur- 
mounted with trenches, capped with 
rocks, loopholed and partly hidden by 
bushes.

Col. Frederick Funston called for vol- 
unteers to cross the river, and the col- 
onel himself, Lieut. Ball, a private of 
company K, a private of company E, 
Trumpeter Barsfield and Corp. Fergu- 
son, of-company I, crawled along the 
iron girders.

Having reached the broken span, the 
small but valorous band of Americans 
slid down the caisson, swam a few yards 
to the shore and crawled up the bank, 
the little colonel leading the way to the 
trenches, revolver in hand, while the 
few remaining Filipinos bolted. Col. 
Funston said afterwards: “It wasn’t 
much to do. We knew they could not 
shoot straight, and that our boys would 


‘attend to them while we were cross- 


ing.” 

Gen. Hale’s troops, on the right, had 
the hardest fight. They followed the 
north bank of the river nearest the 
town, from the east, with the First Ne- 
braska regiment on the left and the 
First South Dakota and the Fifty-first 
lowa beyond. The country to be trav- 
ersed was mostly jungle, but the Fili- 
pinos stood their ground even in the 
open spaces. Gen. Hale’s right joined 
Gen. Wheaton’s left soon after noon, a 
curve in the river enabling the Ameri- 
cans to pour an enfilading fire into the 
enemy’s trenches. About this time the 
cheers of the Kansas troops announced 
that the Americans had - crossed the 
river. Gen. Hale’s men began to ford 
the Chico, a branch of the Bagbag, 
stretching to the northeast. The gen- 
eral himself plunged in up to his neck, 
and the regiments, all carrying flags, 
floundered across the stream. The guns 
of the Utah light artillery were dragged 
over next and formed into an extended

OF THE LIFE OF HENRY SAUNDERS 
“ WHO WAS BURIED HERE.

IN BEFRIENDIRG A FRIEND HE GOT HIM- 
SELF INTO TROUBLE, 


The Times is in receipt of a long 
communicationin regard to the death of 
Harry Saunders, which appeared in last 
night’s issue. After stating that the de- 
ceased was born in New York instead 
of Ann Arbor, and that he ‘was 53 years 
of age instead of 61, Uns oo ree aoe 
says: 

“In regard to that 20-year-ago trouble 
I wish to say, and every one who ever 
knew him during his lifetime will bear 
me out.in the assertion, that the at- 
tempt to get hold of that bond was not 
to secure any pecuniary gain for him- 
self, but simply showed his disposition, 
or principle, never to forsake a friend. 
It will be remembered that at that time 
he was a comparatively young lawyer 
and was having a large practice. He 
was the attorney in a case and his cli- 


ents were placed under bonds—$2,000, I | 


think. In some way he 'was persuaded 
to get a particular friend of his to go on 
the bonds. He did so. The clients 
‘“jumiped their bail, ~and he, being as- 
sured thatthe prosecution intended to 
make ‘this friend of his pay the $2,000, 
decided, if he could help it, to save his 
friend from losing the money. All he 
thought of was to save his friend from 
loss. He made an attemipt, but failed, 
and very few ever knew how he suf- 
fered and paid the penalty for that one 
fatal step. Another client @ his was 
the one to do this dirty ‘work (purloin 
the papers from the clerk’s desk) in 
lieu of paying fees for services per- 
formed, This client (not Saunders, as 
stated) was the one caught in the room 
by the police, and who told them that 
he was sent there by Saunders, whose 
arrest followed. The balance of your 
article .on this subject is substantially 
correct. 

“He was naturally very sensitive and 
quick to note what occurred around 
him, never intruding his presence where 
it was not wanted or where he did not 
consider himself morally or socially 
equal to or above those with whom he 
‘wished to associate. 

“It is not true that he was oniy a 
police court lawyer, for he practiced in 
ihe justice, police, recorder’s and cir- 


cuit courts, having tried two cases in. 


the recorder’s court, two in the police 
court and one in the justice court on 
the day of his death, and the excite- 
ment of the day, together with a polit- 
ical discussion in which’ he was en- 
gaged, brought on the attack of heart 
disease which caused his death. 

“And as to his going into Hausmann’s 
in an intoxicated condition shortly be- 
fore his death... It twas stated to me by 
Haugmann, a gentleman fram Grand 
Rapids (whose name has slipped my 
memory) who told me that he had come 
all the way from that city to have Har- 
ry fix up his business for him, as he 
had tended to all his law business for 
the past 20 years. Tihe landlord of the 
house where Harry lived and a number 
of others that he iwas perfectly sober 
all day Saturday, having been busy in 
the courts and not having time to drink 
if he had so desired, 

“And as to that $10 order, no one in 
Detroit that I could see seemed to know 
anything about it, I do not deny that 
the order was given to him, but I do 
not think that he secured any money 
on it from the fact that the small 
amount fóund: on his person and what 
he hag béén known to expend, was ac-

friend,” “What he promised you he 
would do, you could be sure he would

obtained permiission from the French 
government to establish a station on the 
French coast for the purpose of experi- 
menting with wireless telegraphy þe- 
tween England and Franee, announces 
that he has conducted ‘successful ex- 
periments between South England, in 
Kent, gnd Wimereux, near Bologne, 
France, the distance =- being 32 miles. 
This barely hints of the great. things 
enveloped in the future. ‘Thus far the 
experiments have been highly success- 
ful and the messages have passed with 
ease. Marconi personally superintended 
the test, and the London Times received 
the first wireless press message across 
the channel. The Morse code was used, 
and. the messages were read with no 
‘more difficulty than those transmitted 
by cable, Still greater things may be 
disclosed to science when the system 
now in course of construction between 
Folkestone and Paris, a distance. of 280 
miles, is completed.” 

“Will the old method of telegraphy 
be superseded by the new?’

“You speak of other circumstances 
under which it, would be of value?” 

I will speak first of its possible 


use upon the sea. When stormy weath-_ 


er and heavy fogs plaice lighthouses at 
such a disadvantage, a system of tel- 


egraphical alarms would be of inestim- 


able value. A ship could be warned of 
her danger when five, ten or twenty 
Perhaps you dre a little 
puzzled, and ask yourself the question 
why might not the ship’s receiver be 
affected at an infiinite distance from the 
coast, and, not being, able to tell 
whether that coast was 10 or 100 miles 
away, be thrown entirely from her 
course? It is explained simply in a 
single statement. You can cut down 
the sensitiveness of the instrument by 
making the coherer less sensitive, and 
thus make the alarms notilceabie at five, 
ten, or a hundred tmiles at your own 
convenience. Marconi says the Italian 
navy is communicating with some appli- 
cation of this system now. It might 
prove a beautiful acquisition in war- 
fare, though I candidly adimit it is quite 
early to prophesy. <A cipher could be 
used, and the danlgerous practice of 
‘wig-wageing’ be done alway with. ”’ 

‘Are not the electro-magnetic waves 
whitch Marconi uses generate d iin such 
a manner that they spread in all direc- 
tions?” 

“Yes, but that can be obviated to a 
considerable degree. The waves can be 
reflected in any desired direction by the 
use of mirrors, but even then, if the 
receiving station is some miles away, 
their course is a comiparatively wide 
one and can be tapped by any one who 
has a receiving instrument of the right 
sort. A system of wireless telegraph 
differing in principle from. that of Mar- 
coni, and promising absolute secrecy, 
is attracting same attention in the 
world of science, but even if perfected, 
its costliness will make it available only 
for service in which it is feasible to lay 
out large sumis of money. Prof, Zick- 
ler, of Brunn, Moravia, ‘claims the honor 
of having discovered the method, and 
though there are some rumors of Zick- 
ler outdoing Marconi, I do not think it 
probable, though as I told you at the 
beginning of this interview, I consider 
prophesies somewhat premature.”

or principle, never to forsake a friend. 
It will be remembered that at that time 
he was a comparatively young lawyer 
and was having a large practice. He 
was the attorney in a case and his cli- 


ents were placed under bonds—$2,000, I) 


think. In some way he was persuaded 
to get a particular friend of his to go on 
the bonds. He did so. The. clients 
‘jumiped their bail,’ and he, being as- 
sured thatthe prosecution intended to 
make this friend of his pay the $2,000, 
decided, if he could help it, to save his 
friend from losing the money. All he 
thought of was to save his friend from 
loss. He made an attempt, but failed, 
and very few ever knew how he suf- 
fered and paid the penalty for that one 
fatal step. Another client œ his was 
the one to do this dirty ‘work (purloin 
the papers from the clerk’s desk) in 
lieu of paying fees for services per- 
formed, ‘This client (not Saunders, as 
stated) was the one caught in the room 
by the police, and who told them that 
he was sent there by Saunders, whose 
arrest followed. The balance of your 
article .on this subject is substantially 
correct. 

“He was naturally very sensitive and 
quick to note what occurred around 
him, never intruding his presence where 
it was not wanted or where he did not 
consider himself ‘morally or socially 
equal to or above those with whom he 
wished to associate. 

“Tt is not true that he was oniy a 
police court lawyer, for he practiced in 
the justice, police, recorder’s and cir- 


cuit courts, having tried two cases in. 


the recorder’s court, ‘two in the ‘police 
court and one in the justice court on 
the day of his death, and the excite- 
ment of the day, together with a polit- 
ical discussion in which he was en- 
gaged, brought on the attack vof heart 
disease which caused his death. 

“And as to his going into Hausmann’s 
in an intoxicated condition shortly be- 
fore his death. . It twas stated to me by 
Haugmann, a gentleman fram Grand 
Rapids (whose name has slipped my 
memory) who told. me that he had come 
all the way from that city to have Har- 
ry fix up his business for him, as he 
had tended to all his law business for 
the past 20 years. The landlord of the 
house where Harry lived and a number 
of others that he was perfectly sober 
all day Sa'turday, having been busy in 
the courts and not having time to drink 
if he had so desired, 

“And as to that $10 order, no one in 
Detroit that I could see seemed to know 
anything about it, I do not deny that 
the order was given to him, but I do 
not think that he secured any mioney 
on it from the fact that the small 
amount founld:on his person and what 
he hald béen known to expend, was ac- 
counted for in anothér manner. 

“After all has. been said that can be 
said, you can hear it on all sides in De- 
troit, that “He never would desert a 
friend,’ ‘‘What he promised you he 
would do, you could be sure he would 
do,” ‘Everybody was his friend,’ “He 
was too generous for his own good,” 
“He was his own ‘worst enemy,” ete.,

navy is communicating with some appli- 
cation of this system now. It might 
prove a beautiful acquisition in war- 
fare, though I candidly admit it is quite 
early to prophesy. A cipher could be 
used, and the dangerous practice of 
‘wig-wageging’ be done alway with. ” 

“Are not the electro-magnetic waves 
which Marconi uses generated lin such 
a manner that they spread in all direc- 
tions?” 

“Yes, but that can be obviated to a 
considerable degree. The waves can be 
reflected in any desired direction by the 
use of mirrors, but even then, if the 
receiving station is some miles away, 
their course is a comiparatively wide 
one and can be tapped by any one who 
has a receiving instrument of the righ't 
sort. A system of wireless telegraph 
differing in principle from, that of Mar- 
coni, and promising absolute secrecy, 
is attracting some attention in the 
world of science, but even if perfected, 
its costliness will make it available only 
for service in which it is feasible to lay 
out large sumis of money. Prof, Zick- 
ler, of Brunn, Moravia, ‘claims the honor 
of having discovered the method, and 
though there are some rumors of Zick- 
ler outdoing Marconi, I do not think it 
probaible, though as I told you at the 
beginning of this interview, I consider 
prophesies somewhat premature.”

In 1841 Daniel Wylie died. Two years 
later the widow was married to Moses 
Hayden, and for 30 happy years en- 
joyed a second quiet and happy home. 
For 26 long years she survived her sec- 
ond husband, living for the greater part 
of thi's period with her only living son, 
Lester Hayden, of this city. Mrs. Hay- 
åen is survived by two sisters, aged re- 
spectively 72 and 76 years, who reside 
in different parts of the state.
